A RESOLUTION authorizing matching grant of 
$1.8 Million for 650 space off-street parking 
garage. 

WHEREAS, The redevelopment plans for the Fort Wayne Convention 
Center and the central City of Fort Wayne provide for the construction 
of off-street parking facilities of approximately 1000 spaces in the 
block bou nded by Calhoun, Jefferson, Clinton and Washington Streets; 

WHEREAS, construction of Phase I of said facilities providing for 
approximately 350 spaces has now been completed in the North half of said 
block and it is necessary and desirable in order to complete said plan to 
proceed with the construction and financing of Phase II of said off-street 
pa r king facilities containing approximately 650 spaces in the South half 
of said block; 

WHEREAS, the cost of the second phase of said facility is estimated 
to be approximately $4.2 Million and the Economic Development Administra¬ 
tion has identified a grant of $1.8 Million for the financing of said 
project provided the City of Fort Wayne provides matching funds of $1.8 
Million (the balance of approximately $.6 Million to be supplied by Re¬ 
development Commission capital); 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne has the authority and bonding 
capacity to issue its bonds to finance the City's share of said matching 
funds. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the Common Council approves the construction of 
Phase II of said off-street parking facilities composed of approximately 
650 spaces as above set forth. 

SECTION 2. That the Common Council commits itself to the securing 
of matching funds in the sum of $1.8 Million for the financing and con¬ 
struction of said project by whatever means at its disposal, including 
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- 2 - 


the issuance of general obligation bonds of the City of Fort Wayne. 

SECTION 3. That this Resolution shall be effective from and after 
passage and approval by the Mayor.
